Secretary Carlisle hivs had a talk 


with a representative of the Associated 
Press on the silver .situation. The 
secretary said that in eighty-one years 
the total amount of silver dollars 
t-oiued was 8,945,838. In 1873 the coin- 
age of silver was stopped but resumed 
in 1878 under the Bland act, under 
which, up to July 11,1890, there was 
coined, including trade-dollar bullion 
and seignorage, $389,886,374 in full le- 
gal tender silver dollars. Of these dol- 
larr. only 58,016,019 were in actual cir- 
culation on the first of the present 
mouth, the remainder being held in the 
treasury as part of the assets of the 
government or to represent outstand- 
ing certificates. Under the act of July 
14, 1890, there had been coined $29,408,- 
•l 
f>l, which makes the total coinage of 
silver dollars since 1878, $419,294,835. 
in addition to thid coinage there has 
been purchased 124,293,532 ounces of 
silver, which is now in the treasury 
vaults uncoined, at a tost of $114,299,- 
920. 
At the present market price of 


silver, this bullion it, worth $103,411,386, 
thus showing a losrf of $10,888,534. 


By the terms of the act of July 1890, 


the secretary is required to pay for all 
the silver bullion purchased by an is- 
sue of United States notes, payable in 
coin, silver or gold, at the discretion of 
the secretary. It being in the language 
of the acb the established policy ot the 
United Htatos to maintain the two 
metals on a parity, the secretary, in 
execution of this declared policy, re 
deems the obligations in such coin as 
m.iy bo demanded. The records of the 
treasury department show that during 
the thirteen mouths ending May 31, 
1891!, the treasury notes for the pur- 
chase of silver bullion amounted to 
$49,901,181, and in tho same period the 
omouut of such notes paid hi gold was 
$17,743,178, while the bullion itself in 
the vaults of the treasury cau neither 
be »old nor used for the payment of any 
kind of obligation. 


Secretary Carlisle, it will be observed, 


makes a special plea against silver, and 
colors the facts to suit the goldbugs. 
In tho greater part of the period in 
which less than 9,000,000 silver dollar: 
\vdie coined, there 
was not silver 


enough iu the countiy for small change 
and middle-aged people c;in well re- 
member uhen most ot the silver in ch- 
euhuion \sa-i of foreign mintage. Sen- 
ator Sherman, it is, said, in 1868, \\her 
ho got a bill through congress making, 
greenbacks and bonds redeemable iu 
( oiu, did not know that there was an 
old act of congress, which had not beeu 
repealed, authori'/.ing the coinage ol 
silver dollars and making them a legal 
tender for all debt1-. 
Ju that period 


shinpLuiters, due bills and many other 
devices were resorted to for the pur- 
pose of supplying the people with 
substitute for silver. The people pre- 
ferred coin to those greasy substitutes 
but Hit 
1 coin con LI rot by had, because 


of tho scarcity oil silver for mintage. 


Much of the silver coin now iu the 


treasury i=. held to redeem silver certifi- 
cites, iind all ot it might be repre 
beiiled in the curivncy iu circulation i! 
the treasury department had been 1'a- 
• orably disposed toward silver. SiHei 
notes pass current for all purposes aiic 
are as acceptable to tho people 
greenback-', or any othor kind of paper 
money, und e\ery silver dollar m the 
treasury oir<Ut to bo represented by a 
silver notf. The bullion now stored in 
the treasury and which Secretary Car 
IHle says was purchased at a loss o: 
over $10,000,000. and cannot be sold 01 
used to pay debts, might be coined at i 
profit of at least $2*>,000,000 to the gov 
eminent if Secretary Carlisle and his 
predecessor, HPcroUiry Foster, had beei 
disposed to deal fairly with silver. Tl 
profit derived from the purchase anc 
coinage of silver by the goveriimen 
under the BUiiid act amounted to a 
least $3'1,000,0 10, but Secretary Carlisle 
omitted that l.icl in it would put silver 
in a more favorable light before the 
public. 


The fact is thu silver men do not want 


the government to invest u dollar in 
the purchase of silver. They want it 
coined at the mints on an equality with 
gold, as tho foundois of the govern- 
ment declared il shonld bo and as the 
platform on which tho present admin- 
istrau'in was elei ted, holds it should 
be. 


But with all th it is said by the gold- 


bugs against silver dollars, there has 
not 
b(H n enough of them coined to 


give tvory inhabitant of the United 
Sta>.°s over half a dozen. 
Does any- 


body but the gold men who want to 
nii'.'-<) money scarce and dear, think 
I).at is too many for each individual ? 
>S Ivor notes redeemable in those dollars 
are at least equal to greenbacks which 
are redeemable in coin, or to national 
bank notes which are redeemable in 
currency. Everybody knows that there 
is not gold enough in tho treasury to 
redeem the greenbacks in circulation 
and the other obligations of the gor- 
ornment and with silver coinage sus- 
pended and the treasury department 
treating silver dollars as it does the un- 
coined bullion, confidence alone pre- 
vents a run on the treasury. 


BtTNKEK HIM, WAY. 


This is the anniversarr of the battle 


of Bunker Hill, which V.<IK fought be- 
;ween the British and American forces 
June 17th, 1776. It will bo celebrated 
n nearly all the principal cities and it 
ranks next to the Fourth of July in 
Boston and other New England cities. 


The battle of Bunker Hill is one of 


the most memorable of the revolution. 
About 1,500 American troops, 500 of 
whom were from New Hampshire, con- 
;ended with 2,000 disciplined British 
soldiers. Putnan, Stark, FrescoII and 
Knowlton commanded on the American 
side and and Generals Howe and Pigot 
led the British, who advanced in two 
iolumns. The Americans, who were 
raw militia, reserved their flre until 
the enemy was within forty or fifty 
yards, and then, being all good marks- 
men, 
poured in two or three volleys 


that swept down the entire front ranks 
of the British and caused the remain- 
der to retreat in disorder. 
Charleston 


was set on fire by the British and while 
its five hundred wooden houses were 
blazing the British made a second 
assault which resulted like the first. 
Bat the ammunition of the Americans 
was almost exhausted and they did 
not have more than fifty bayonets, and 
when the British advanced the third 
time they received one murderous 
volley as before, and then a desperate 
hand-to-hand struggle ensued as the 
Americans clubbed their muskets and 
slowly retreated across Bunker Hill. 


General Gage reported the British 


loss at 1,054 and the whole loss of the 
Americans was 145 killed and missing 
and 304 wounded. Among the killed 
was General Joseph Warren, who de- 
clined to take command of the Ameri- 
cans, but took a musket as a volun- 
teer. 


In the center of the grounds included 


within the redout thrown up by the 
Americans now stands the obelisk 
known as Bunker Hill Monument. It 
is a square granite shaft, 221 feet high, 
31 foet square at the base and 15 feet 
at the top. The corner stone was laid 
on the 50th anniversary of the battle, 
June 17th, 1825, by Lafayette and the 
monument was completed in 1842, its 
cost having been over $150,000, and 
dedicated on June 17th, 1843. 


In the Commons. 


THE returns from the German elec- 


tion indicate great gains for the social 
democrats. The Keichsteg is composed 
of 397 members. 
There were about 


1,600 candidates for membership and 
there were in addition to the eight po- 
litical parties about a dozen new com- 
binations.

twelve months ending May 31, 1893, 
were $848,373,345, a decrease of $174,610,- 
700 over the preceding period. The 
values of imports during the same 
period was $936,901,287, an increase of 
$108,053,168. 


During the twelve months ended 


May 31, the export of gold amounted 
to $123,095,453 aud the imports to $20,- 
658,725, an excess of exports of $102,- 
456,728. 
During the 
corresponding 


twelve months of last year the exports 
of gold amounted to $48,838,224, and 
the imports $49,488,334, an excess of 
imports of $600,110. 


Daring the twelve months ended 


May 31, the exports of silver amounted 
to $40,136,578 and the imports to $23, 
764,542, an excess of exports of $16,372,- 
036. 
During a corresponding period 


of the preceding year the exports of 
silver amounted to $30,937,500, and the 
imports to $19,023,345, an excess of ex- 
ports of $12,114,155.

The latest report is that a man 


answering the meagre description of

Springs, inquiring the way to Coppero- 
polis. Sheriff Gregory of Amador and 
Sheriff Thorn of Calaveras are follow- 
ing this clue. 


Several persons in Jackson say that 


Tovey told them that he received a 
letter a few weeks ago signed Sharp, 
telling him he had better leave Wells, 
Fargo service and get out of the state, 
otherwise he would be apt to be killed. 


Sharp is the name of the man whose 


partner, Jories, was shot and killed by 
Tovey in 1880 while the pair were at- 
tempting to rob the stage running from 
Carson to Bodie. 


Some think that the killing of Tovey 


was from motives of revenge, but the 
general belief is that it was for plunder 
also, and that if the letter was sent to 
the victim it was merely a blind to 
direct suspicion to delusive channels. 


In conversation with W. W. Scott in 


lone yesterday Tovey said that he ex- 
pected to be killed, and that he was apt 
to be taken off at any time on account 
of trouble in Nevada in 1880. 


The coroner held an inquest to-day 


and the verdict was that Tovey came to 
his death by a rifle ball fired by parties 
unknown. 
The victim will be buried 


in Jackson to-morrow.

he western mountains by the close of 
he 24th, the great central valleys from 
he 25th to the 27th and the eastern 
states about the 28th. 


This storm will be of more than the 


,verage force, the temperature will con- 
inne to average cooler than usual and 


uhe heavy rains will be near the 40th 
parallel. 


The warm wave will crosathe western 


mountains about the 23d, the great cen- 
tral valleys about the 25th and the east- 
ern states about the 27th. The cool 
wave will cross the western mountains 
about ihe 26th the great central valleys 
ibout the '28th and the eastern states 
.ibont the 3()th. 


Till! C+REAT IOE AGES. 


The effects of the last groat ice age 


are still so unmistakably visible that 
:eologists are a unit as to its location. 
All that part of the United States lying 
east of tho Mississippi river, and of 
Canada northeast of the great lakes 
were covered by great sheets of ice 
similar to thosd -which now envelope 
northern Greenland, Iceland, southern 


roenland, western Europe, northwest- 


ern Africa and northwestern South 
America were all buried under sheets 
of ioe miles in thickness during the last 
great winter. 


Why do other portions of these 


countries not show evidences of an age 
of ice ? and why do these evidences of 
an ice age indicate an exact circle ? aud 
that circle almost exactly the same 
diameter as that now contained within, 
the arctic circle? 


Tho irrefutable answer is that the 


north polo of the earth was, during tho 
last great ice age so called, near the 
Azore Islands in the Pacific ocean. 
Take your dividers and place the 
stationary line at the point west of the 
Azoro Islands where 40 of north lati- 
tude and 40 of west longitude intersect. 
Open the dividers until you have 
reached the longitude of Chicago and 
then make a circle. That circle will 
inclose the countries where the evi- 
dences have been found of tha last 
great ice age. 


The strongest evidence in favor of a 


theory is that it agrees with evorj 
known 
fact,, and I 
challenge any 


scientist to show wherein this theory 
does not agree with any fact known to 
geology or physical geograph. 


Placing the north pole at the center 


of that ancient ice-covered country and 
the south pole would be at the south of 
Australia and west of Van Dieman's 
land. Half way between these points 
would be the earth's equator and along 
that line is exactly where the evidences 
of a tropical climate are found. The 
equator 
would 
lie 
northeastward 


through Asia and northwestward not 
far from the west coasts of North and 
South America, and along that line in 
what is now arctic countries, under the 
ice shells, are found the olive, the fig 
tree, the elephant and many other re- 
mams of animals and vegetables that 
grow and inhabit the tropical climates 
only. 


KUDDEX C'lIAXOE OH TiIE POLES. 


Here a most important fact must not 


be overlooked. 
These vegetable and 


animal remains show that the change 
from a hot to a cold climate was sudden, 
immediate, all accomplished in a, day, a 
short day of not more than twenty-four 
of the hours by which we now reckon 
time. 


Fiquier says: "The animals seem to 


have perished suddenly; enveloped in 
ice the moment of their death, their 
bodies have boon preserved from de- 
composition, by tho continual action of 
cold.' 


Cuvier says: "If they had not been 


frozen as soon as killed putrifaction 
would have decomposed them, and on 
the other hand this eternal frost could 
not have previously prevailed where 
they died, for they could not have lived 
in such a temperature. It was there- 
fore at the same instant when these 
animals perished that the country they 
inhabited was rendered glacial. These 
events must have been sudden, instan- 
taneous and without any gradation." 


These remains of tropical animals 


and vegetables clearly indicate the 
location of our earth's ancient equator 
and the evidences of ancient glaciei 


iue tell where the poles were then 
located. 


The drift clays are found only where 


the ancient glaciers covered the coun- 
1ry. 
Some geologists say that the 


glaciers produced the drift clays but 
thuy are dumb when asked to explain 
how the glacier ice came to cover trop- 
ical countries. 
There are no drift clays 


in Asia and none in North America 
west of Iowa. Why? 


Wo must' account for the sudden 


change of temperature; so sudden that 
animal and vegetable life were totally 
destroyed on that part of the globe 
where the sudden change occurred and 
no theory can be accepted that does 
not give a satisfactory answer to all 
these queries. 


MY THEORY IS THIS: 


The ancient north pole of the earth 


was near the Azore islands. The earth 
was struck by a comet which touched 
the earth at Greenland as the comet 
moved, then, toward the north pole, 
which now would be south along the 
40th meridian. 
The contact moved 


that part of tho earth which was then 
at the north pole 40 degrees south and 
at the same time the debris of the 
comet was deposited on tho glacial ice 
that surrounded the ancient north 
pole. 
The latter being removed 40 


degrees south 1he ice f-oon melted 
leaving tho drift clays nearly as we 
now find them and at tho same time 
enveloping a largo portion oi' the 
earth's ancient oqualorial regions 
perpetual winter. 


I admit this is a very bold theory, 


announced without regard for conse- 
quences and that it will be ridiculed 
by some orthodox .scientists. But it is 
backed°by geological evidences that no 
man can doubt geological fact for 
which no cause has ever before been 
assigned. The questions involved are 
important and this most intelligent of 
all the ages demands that they be dis- 
cussed.
